Portuguese Rebel 
Chief Docks Liner 
In Brazilian Port 


R EC IFE, Brazil (AP) — Their 
captivity ended, the passengers of 
the hijacked liner Santa Maria 
cam e ashore today with thanks­ 
giving for 
deliverance 
from 
a 
nightm are at sea. 
The 20,906-ton Portuguese ship 
steam ed into Recife at noon, an­ 
choring just off a dock. An hour 
later the nearly 600 passengers 
began loading onto tugs for the 
last 500 yards of a detour that 
had taken them virtually the dis­ 
tance of a trip across the United 
States. 


A Brazilian adm iral was quoted 
as saying the Santa Maria report­ 
edly would head for the high seas 
after the unloading of passengers. 
That word reached U.S. Atlantic 
Fleet headquarters from its Ca­ 
ribbean com m and. 
The liner moved into shore after 
several tense sessions of bargain­ 
ing between Galvao and Brazil­ 
ian authorities. 
The 610-foot ship sailed slowly 
to within 500 yards of a dock. 
Passengers 
jam m ed 
the 
rails, 
waving and shouting. Some cried 
with emotion at the end of their 
captivity. 


For m ore than 24 hours the pas­ 
sengers had been within tem pting 
sight of land—about three miles 
offshore—as negotiations for the 
landing went on. Some of the pas­ 
sengers had been verging on pan­ 
ic as rations ran short while tue 
hot equatorial sun set down upon 
the ship.

Kennedy Calls 
For Faster 


U.S. Spending 


Higher Aged Pensions, 
New Idle Pay Sough! 
As Unemployment Rises 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy today handed Con­ 
gress 
a 
sweeping antirecession 
program built on faster federal 
spending, higher old age pensions 
and an em ergency extension of 
unemployment pay. 
Kennedy’s tightly-packed 7,500- 
word special m essage brought the 
news 
that 
joblessness 
rose 
by 
900.000 in January to a total of 5,4 
million. 


The 
President said 
he would 
submit further proposals to Con­ 
gress within 75 days if business 
does not improve. 
His message spoke of the gen­ 
eral expectation that there will be 
“ minor im provem ents” in busi­ 
ness 
this 
year. 
But 
he 
added 
“speaking out of realism , not pes­ 
simism, we cannot nile out the 
possibility of further deterioration 
if we fail to act.” 
Kennedy predicted his economic 
proposals would “ abate the w aste 
and

and “ restore momentum to the 
American econom y.” He said they 
would not, by themselves, unbal­ 
ance the $80.9-billion budget un­ 
veiled last month by form er Pres­ 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower.

September Election Logical 


It's in the realm of fantasy, but a sug­ 
gestion bv ex-President Eisenhower be­ 
fore he retired could solve a few of the na­ 
tion’s politicking problems. Eisenhower 
recdmmended that the presidential election 
be held in September to give the new Presi­ 
dent time to organize his work before out­ 
lining his policies to Congress. 
In particular, Eisenhower said it is “sil­ 
ly” for the retiring President to prepare 
m essages on the budget and the state of 
the union, when they will be revised by 
the new* President. 
If the election and inaugural dates were 
moved up two or three months, the lame 
duck period would be eliminated and some 
other problems or annoyances would be 
solved. 
Everyone rem em bers plaintive requests 
for shorter presidential campaigns. If the 
election wrere in September, six weeks af­ 
ter the conventions, the cam paign would 
necessarily be short, and the candidates 
would have no alternative to a quick re­ 
view of the issues. 


A September election might bring out 
more voters, particularly in Alaska and 
along our northern border, where Novem­ 
ber sometimes brings snowshoe weather. 
A November inauguration in Washington 
would almost certainly be free of snow 
flurries. The inaugural parade could be a 
triumphal march instead of a survival con­ 
test. 
Many advantages are evident in the Eis­ 
enhower proposal, beyond those he listed. 
But such a change would be based on log­ 
ic, while the 
present system has the 
w e i g h t of tradition behind it. Logic 
doesn’t show in a contest like that.

Keep Quiet on Gold Plans 


What President Kennedy said at 
his first press conference 
about 
gold is correct but should he have 
said it? It would seem to me that 
any statem ent on gold should be 
sudden, without warning so that 
the speculators have no im petus 
to drive up the price. Much of our 
troubles arise from the speculative 
activities on the London m arket. 
The United States purchases gold 
at $35 an ounce. The price Friday 
on the London m arket was $35.43 
an ounce. The

has been as high as over $40 an 
ounce.

There are, of course, those 
who do not believe in a gold basis 
for money and who do believe 
in fiat money despite the fright­ 
ful experience of other countries 
with inflationary procedures. 
One cannot argue with such per­ 
sons because they refuse to recog­ 
nize what has been true since an­ 
cient Egypt and Babylon that the 
hum an race traditionally and his­ 
torically recognizes money as good 
when backed by gold and inade­ 
quate when not backed by gold. 
In the United States, there has 
often been some opposition to gold. 
Probably the most effective of the 
anti-gold movements was the Pop­ 
ulist P arty which developed in the 
Middle West in opposition to Wall 
Street. 
The principal proponent of Pop­ 
ulism was William Jennings Bry- 
dan, who ran on the D em ocratic

This 
has now deteriorated into about 
$17,000,000, which is inadequate. 
The problem is to restore the Amer 
ican gold hoard to at least $18,- 
00.000,00 to protect the dollar, to 
bring back to the United States 
about 
$20,000,000,000 
of 
“ h o t 
m oney” 
—money out of circula­ 
tion now resting in m any parts of 
the world and to restore respect 
for our currency universally. 
This will not be achieved by a 
Task Force of a lot of professors 
who do not understand the opera- j 
tions of money m arkets. One such 
professor wrote me that nobody 
needs actual 
currency 
to 
move 
money from the United States to 
some other country because letters 
of credit and such devices move 
money, but the professor apparent­ 
ly did not understand the nature 
of “ hot m oney,” of untaxed mon­ 
ey, of bootleggers and heroin deal­ 
ers money. He apparently does not 
understand the nature of Hie tax 
heavens and what they do to Am er­ 
ican currency. 
These are m atters that the P res­ 
ident m ust deal with if our gold 
is to be recaptured or if new gold 
is to be brought in. To announce 
a fixed date when 
the problem 
will be dealt with is to stim ulate 
speculation, to raise the price of 
gold in the London m arket which 
means that more gold will seep 
out of the United States.

But 
Kennedy w ants to tie it into So­ 
cial Security. Eisenhower was un­ 
willing to go that far.

W ednesday illustrate strong dif­ 
ferences with Eisenhower. 
He opened his news conference 
with the announcem ent he was re ­ 
versing Eisenhow er’s critical cut 
in the num ber of servicem en’s 
dependents allowed to go over­ 
seas w’ith them . This affected the 
m orale of the arm ed forces.

He lives a few miles out of town 
in a thatched house, open to the 
elem ents like most dwellings on 
the island. The house is on the 
palm-lined 
shore of the 
lagoon 
surrounding 
Tahiti. 
N earby 
is 
another house where lives Bob 
Hoskins, 
B rando’s 
friend 
since 
childhood 
and dialogue director 
for 
“ Mutiny 
On 
the 
Bounty.” 
There is another house for se r­ 
vants. 


He m ingles with other movie 
m akers on the location. That does 
not mean he is aloof. Before the 
film started two months ago, he 
opened his home to 200 of the 
film com pany and greeted each 
with geniality at the door. The 
party cost him $2,000. 
He is friendly but not chum m y 
with the largely English cast for 
the Bounty saga. Aboard ship he 
occasionally plays c^ess with Tim 
Seeley, who has the part created 
by Franchot Tone. But much of 
the tim e he is closeted in

room below deck.

he doesn’t believe in killing an i­ 
mals except when necessary. 
Theoretically, Brando is only a 
paid actor on the picture In p rac­ 
tice, it works otherwise. He is con­ 
sulted on all policy m atters. And 
his desires are always carried out. 
When he wants changes made in 
the script, they are made. This 
does not always set too well with 
the other actors. 
Brando in Tahiti 
is different 
from the guarded, suspicious star 


in Hollywood. Here he will strip 
down and race into the surf to 
ride 
waves with 
natives, other 
“ Mutiny” workers and a visiting 
reporter. I am able to report this: 
He is a better actor than wave 
rider.
